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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The IDS filed 1 0/6/2008 contains patents that do not relate to the subject matter 
of this application. They appear to be drawn to food making devices and hence do not 
relate to metal working die leveling. These references have been considered but are of 
little relevance. 

2. No drawings were supplied with the application; drawings from the priority 
document have been used in the examination. A copy of the drawings should be 
supplied in response to this office action. 

3. The amendment to the Abstract of the Disclosure on page 2 of the amendment of 
10/6/2008 is not sufficient. An abstract provided on a separate sheet is required; it is 
not sufficient to state that it should be placed on a second sheet. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification appears to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
as such is replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. Further the layout of the 
specification should comport with the following: The following guidelines illustrate the 
preferred layout for the specification of a utility application. These guidelines are 
suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading.

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

6. Claims 4-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 4 is incomplete and indefinite. The various 
elements set forth in claim 4 have no structural correlation and hence fail to set forth a 
complete and operative device. Claims 5-13 are dependent upon a cancelled claim (1 ) 
and are indefinite and incomplete, they have not been treated on the merits herein. 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Russell '612. 
Russell teaches (Figs. 4, 6, and 7) the claimed invention including a lifter plate 30, a 
wedge plate 25 having a recess or bore for receiving a screw 50, a support plate 15 with 
a top guide opening or groove, an upper positioning frame at 17/18, and an adjustment 
screw 50. 

8. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pearson et al. 
'873. Pearson et al. teaches (Fig. 9) the claimed invention including a lifter plate 1 13, a 
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wedge plate 50 with a recess (not sliown) for receiving a screw 57/59, a support plate 
110 with a top guide opening or groove, an upper positioning frame extending upwardly 
on either side of the support plate, and an adjustment screw at 57/59. 
9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
